A TRIPLE MURDER 


New Hampshire Man, Crazed with 


Whiskey, Kills Three Men This 
Morning. Lynching Prevented. 


Gorham, N. H., Oct. 26 —Thomas 


Monahan, a dissolute railroad man, while 
crazed with drink shot and killed Joseph 
Gauthier, the coal man on Grand Trunk 
road, early this morning, and fatally shot 
Selectman Woodbury Gates, who at- 
tempted to arrest him. 


The murderer after arrest, boasted that 


he had the blood of thrcie men on his 
hands and searchers found the body of 
William Thoits of Shelburne, shot in the 
ibdoinen, dead beside tho tracks. Moua- 
han between tiie time of killing Gauthier 
.ind shooting Gates had met a man on the 
(racks and compelled him at the point of 
a gun to walk around tho village cemetery 
with his hands up but did not hurt him 
jtherwise. 


The murder of Gauthier was the result 


of a quarrel at midnight. Gauthier was 


Efleep at 4.20 o'clock this morning, when 
Monahan entered his shanty and flred 
shooting him through the heart, then ran 
up the tracks, encountered the man 
whom he made walk around the ceme- 
tery, and as he was proceeding further 
wns met by Sheriff Gates, who attempted 
to arrest him. Without warning he dib 
charged his gun full in Gates' face, tear- 
ing the jugular vein and terribly cutting 
his neck. 


He was arrested and the body of the 


other man was found later when he 
boasted of the three bloods. He was tried 
this morning and held for the April term 
of the superior court. 
The excitement 


was BO intense and lynching feared that 
the sheriff took him to Lancaster at 11 
o'clock. Gates is hanging between life 
and death.

Many palm 
owners permit the maids to open the 
window directly on the plants every 
day all Winter and wonder long be- 
fore Spring why they have 
drooped 


and rusted, it not died outright. 
They 


need an even, warm temperature, with 
plenty of sunlight and clear water giv- 
en regularly. They should stand near 
a 
sunny 
window, but 
not 
where 


draughts will strike them. 
Twice a 


week fill the jar, from the earth to the 
brim, with water, and this inch of wa- 
tei is sufficient moisture for the roots. 
Once 'a week, with equal regularity, 
spray the leaves 
Unless attacked by 


some insect, palms thus looked after 
are sure to do well.

How Four North Adams Men 


Shot Deer and Chased 


the Elusive Moose. 


IN CAMP AND FIRST BUCK SHOT

When the 1.10 Fitchburg train pulled 


out of the North Adams station Sunday 
uiteriioon, October 3, the local district 
court was without a judge, the Congrega- 
tional Sabbath school had no superintend- 
ent. Thompson's pharmacy ut Adams was 
without a propraetor, and—we were along 
ourselves. 


I'rcparaXioii for tlie niainc War. 


All summer the campaign had been pie- 


parins;. The judicial mind of the party 
had weighed the relative merits of all the 
rilles and gun sights from kingdom-come 
to kingdom-go, and gravely had the de- 
cision been given for Winchester rifles, 
and, accordingly, there were four Win- 
chester rifles in the party—all sighted for 
moose. The clothier of th<? party had for 
months been plotting on hunting suits 
rnodt destructive to moose and deer, and 
as a result the party was uniformed in 
caps alike, but as to all ehe was arrayed 
as each felt to bo most fatal to game. The 
druggist 
had

and

farther on this point is that the four big 
grips were very hea\y «ind needed to be 
handled with great care. The editor fur- 
nished a note book for himself, a copy of 
Longfellow, a Bible, one or two plays of 
Shakespoart, some of Bret Harte's best, 
which, with Rob's and the judge's choice 
selection of several of Emile Zola's and 
Albert Roas's works, kept in stock by the 
train 
boys, made a complete woods 


library. 


An idea of the careful and minute pre- 


paration for this expedition into the Maine 
wilds cannot betcer be conveyed to the 
reader's mind than the exact reproduction 
of the judge's "Memorandum of Necessi- 
ties," which he made up and furnished 
to the other three. Here is what the 
judge thought would be about right: 


"One rifle, 1 revolver, 200 cartridges, 1 


gun cleaner, 1 revolver cleaner, 1 hunting 
knife, 1 belt, 1 compass, 1 hunting coat, 1 
flask, wear shoes and take a pair, wear 
one black vest and take a vest, wear 
pants and take an extra pair, wear woolen 
shirt and take an extra shirt, wear woolen 
underclothes and take an extra suit, 
1 sweater, extra pair shoe 'laces, 2 
pair stockings, 4 towels, 1 cake soap, 1 
necktie, 1 pair suspenders (wear them,) 
take extra pair, extra shoe laces, 1 comb> 
1 brnsh, 1 razor, 1 fi&h rod, hooks, flies 
extra tackle, 1 needle and thread, 1 drink- 
ing cup, 1 match safs, 1 pipe, 1 box of 
cigars, 1 pound tobacco, 6 handkerchiefs. 
You will need all these, boys." 


That was the judge's schedule, just as 


he had it jotted down, and the rest of us 
submitted 10 his dictations even as to 
wearing trousers and shirt on the way 
and "taking one," and the above para- 
phernalia was about what each man was 
carrying on his own personal hook. 


Oil the \VKJ-. 


How slowly the train seemed to creep 


towaid Boston! All the beauty and glory 
of autumn in Berkshire on that beautiful 
Sunday receded from the sis-ht ot the 
Maine-bound party without any regrets. 
The solemn pine forests were good enough 
Lor them just then and they couldn't get 


and 
soon 
the 
luggage 
wag 


at 
the 
Ashland 
house. 
The 


afternoon was spent in rifle practice and 
the final adjustment of sights, every man 
showing himself competent in the final 
range of 40 rods. The evening was spent 
in getting acquainted with the guides and 
arranging for the departure to the woods 
in the morning. A few purchases at the 
little stores were made and the goodby 
letters written home. 
A night-shirt 


dance in the double bed-room upstairs 
took place while Rob was writing a 69- 
page letter to some Miss whose last name 
didn't begin with T. He wrote till long 
after the druggist had prepared the third 
night-cap and the chamber-maid across 
the hall had quit singing "Sweet Rosa 
O'Qrady." In fact, he got in only on the 
third round of cigars and the "Home, 
Sweet Home" waltz. 


OflFFor tile Woods. 


The morning ot Tuesday broke fair and 


beautiful, with just enough frost in the 
air to set the blood tingling. The beauty 
of the great woods was never more strik- 
ing,—the far-stretching green of the pine 
and spruce and cedar and hemlock was 
broken here and there by the gold and 
red of the hard wood son the ridges that 
rose like occasional waves in the sea of 
evergreen. And far to the westward roso 
Round mountain and Greenlow, the sen- 
tinel peaks of Camp Greenlow, our forest 
home, for which point we were started 
after a hearty breakfast. 


Now look at that procession! There is 


a great buck-board with two huge seats 
and the duffle strapped on behind them. 
Four horses are pulling it. 
The two 


guides, George Clayton and Ed. McNally 
are walking as guards behind. The hun- 
ters are trying to keep on the seats as the 
wagon goes over a log or rock or plunges 
into a mud hole to the hubs, while the 
driver is artistically swearing at every 
jolt. That read is beyond description. 
There was 16 miles of it before Camp 
Greenlow was reached, and the liver and 
lights of the hunters had changed places 
almost every rod of the road. Corns had 
started to grow where corns ought not to 
grow. But at 2 o'clock, despite all the 
cussedness of that road with, its "Devil's 
Half Acre" of boulders, over which we 
drove, we were at Camp Greenlow, full of 
vim, vigor and energy, and snuffing the 
fray to be with deer and moose—for we 
were in the very heart of the big game 
country of eastern North America. 


The Firfct I>cer. 


There was no stopping at camp—hunt- 


ing must begin at once, and in three divis- 
ions the hunters proceeded. 
Bob and 


George, the guide, went west along the 
the Machias tote road (which was a lum- 
berman's path rather than road). First 
they came on a moose track only a quar- 
ter of a mile out, and Rob's eyes stood 
out, so'George said, like door knobs on a 
parlor car. Then a caribou's tracks joined 
the trail. Hob's eyes took on further 
blood-thirsty appearance. 
Then a deer 


track struck'in, and then,—Rob's IUCK and 
good hunting began. The guide and Kob 
were noiselessly creeping along the path, 
when,comingtoalittle rise in the ground, 
there stood directly in the trail 15 rods 
ahead a fine two-year old buck, watching 
intently the two hunters. A fair mark, a 
fair shot and the deer fell, plowed by a 
45-70 Winchester bullet from the shoulder 
jo the hip. Rob gave a whoop, the guide, 
George,took a drink, the deer was dressed 
and soou was on George's strong shoulders 
and so lugged a mile and a half to camp. 


The judge and "Spud" (be this the 


name of J. W. Thompson till out of the 
woods) tried to follow Ed ("Old Machias,'' 
as we called him, and a good fellow he 
was) 
south several miles to Greetilow 


stream, then to the "beaver ponds," and 
came into camp at dusk, to find Rob's 
deer hung up and to report Ed as being 
the fastest 
long-stepper in Northern 


Maine. They were tired and leg sore, 
but had seen plenty of signs of game and 
were happy as school boys. The editor 
and the team driver, John, had gone 
north along Greeulow stream for two 
miles. The editor got lost, and John got 
near enough to shoot some blue lan- 
guage at a doe that wouldn't stop 
long enough for him to shoot any- 
thing else at her. Then came supper, and 
what a &upper it was, Plate after plate

miitable giavity and upward sweep of 
mustache, that he "was getting impa- 
tient, mighty impatieat'' to geo there. At 
\yr~i junction, when reminded that he 
could shoot bul two deer under the Maine 
garno laws, he referred sympathizingly to 
an old adage that runs "the law be d—d." 
The juago, in iact, was the anxious man 
all the way to the woods, except at meals 
when ho tarried long and destructively. 
Rob was the &ick man on the journey, 
and, be it said modestly, the druggint and 
ourselves were all riijht. 


At Boston the heavy luggage, guns, etc., 


wero lugged irom one end of the depot to 
the other and finally stowed in the lunch 
room, where Rob drank a cup of scalded 
milk and the rest of us destroyed three 
valuable suppers and Rob's patience. 
Then the march for the Boston & Maine's 
suocrb northern train of vestibule ears 
was taken up and 10 minutes later we 
wero all puffing cigars in the smoking 
room of our sleeper and swapping old 
stories, while the train was pulline; out 
from Bsslon for Maine and moose. 


At Portland another supper was eaten 


and then the traveling ^simrods drew 
together the draperies of their couch, 
buttoned the curtains of their Pullman 
bed and lj.y -down to pleasant dreams ot 
moose and deer. Bangor was reached at 
daylight. 
Breakfast was secured, and 


then bes&n the last of the railroad ride 
over that greatest American game road, 
the Bangor & Aroostook R. R. Not 
less than 30 sportsmen were on the train 
as it pulled out of Bangor for the north- 
The ridu to Ashland, the terminus of the 
roac!, took six hours, and all the way was 
through a 
mngnificent game region. 


Forest and stream, lake and mountain' 
made uo the peculiar and yet attractive 
landscape, while an occasional hunter's 
camp would lie seen with a deer hung up 
before it, sufficient to whet the appetite 
of every hunter on tbe train. At 1.30 
p. m. Monday we were at Ashland station, 
100 miles north ot Boston aud 35 miles 
irom the New Brunswick line. 


At Aslsraiid. 


Ashland is the jumping-off place of the 


hunters who go farthest north in the 
Maine woods, It is (i quaint, wild, almo&f 
desolate little village of so-'cral hundred 
inhabitants,—an open sijot in the great 
vast wilderness that stretches on and on 
beyond the visun all a bout it. It is the 
headquarters for supplies of lumbermen, 
sport&men, guides and trappers, end 
withal a pretty lively little town. At the 
depot here the North Adunw > party were 
given the glad-hand by "the hotel man, 


gustatorial flghr. Klap-jacks disappeared 
like leaves in a November blast. 
Coffee 


was made to the extent of three pots, 
And then came the pipes and tobic^o, 
while the guides ate supper. Before we 
retired to the fragrant beds of balsam 
boughs under the log roof and before the 
fire was out in the old cracked camp 
stove and the nickels and pennies put 
away, let it be said that the judge had 
learned a new game in which bob-tail 
Sushcsare aa futile as melted snow banks. 
In the morning we will look around camp 
and get to hunting in earnest.

The net 
profits are profits when all expenses are 
deducted. 


The association is open to membership 


from the general public on nomination by 
a member and acceptance by the board of 
directors.
